Many Patients Studied

treatment which might be u sed in 
all cases, regardless of the cau se 
of the disorder, at least to relieve 
symptoms and to prevent

effect of the preparations tried on 
the variou s k inds of ringworm. 
There appeared to be a great de­ 
crease in the nu mber of infections 
in persons over 50 years 
of 
age 
The type of ringworm produ cing 
the difficu lty was different In the 
white patients and the Negro ones. 
It wou ld appear 
that there is 
need for mu ch fu rther stu dy 
to 
find some more satisfactory m eth­ 
od of treating inflammation of the 
sk in between the toes. 
Of cou rse, when this condition oc­ 
cu rs, a carefu l stu dy Is made by the 
physician to determine the cau se of 
the difficu lty. 
Tlie treatm ent will vary to some 
extent with the sou rce of the con­ 
dition and its extent.

Certainly there are fears that 
will help us watch more closely 
the path we walk, fears that will 
lead us to greater efficiency, those 
that will help us make progress 
rather than retard It. These are 
valid fears which enrich life, b ut 
the fallacious foolish fears detract 
from the meaning of life and lead 
us to disorganization and confusion.
